Washington.—What is tho matter with Amer- 


ican farming? Somelhing evidently is wrong -with 
it. 
Although to''the city consumer food prices 


generally arc still much above the pre-war levels, 
there ore many signs that the fanner who pro- 
duces the food is in distress. 
, OLherwi.se, why should President Harding give 
up -part ot his Thanksgivhfg' holiday,, aa he did, 
and meet with a number of membcrr. of the sen- 
ate in order lo formulate a legislative; program 
of agricultural relieCV 
Or why should 50 mem- 


bers of the senate pledge themselves to supplant' 
the ship subsidy bill with a rural credits bill, if 
ono is presented from the committee before the 
subsidy blil is disposed of? 


These are two ot tho signs, but there are dtti- 


ors. The last cens.us shows that farmers of' the 
United.. States for the llrsf time in history now, 
constitute a minority, yet wo r.ow have in congress 
an agrarian bloc, which is the most determined 
confederation in that bodyand which, regardless 
of, the political 'affiliations of its members,' is re^ 
solved to. press for remedial rural legislation, re- 
gardless of, any other national policies. 


The grain crops of the United States last year 


sold at a loss, so far as the farmers were con- 
cerned. It is common now to read of crops in 
the marketing 
of_ which 
the 
transportation 
charges entirely atcTup what the farmer received 
for his produce. As it was back in the hungry 
nineties, we hear of western corn being burned 
for fuel because it is cheaper than coal. Fruit 
crops; rot on the ground because 
the 
market 


prices will not pay for even the cost of picking 
and shipping;. 


Ancl in spite of all 'this, tho cost of living for 


the city dweller is considerably higher than it was 
before 1914. 


The fact is that farming is in a bad way, and 


if. conditions continue as they are, it will.become 
a declining industry. 
The economic laws that 


once took care ot fhe farmer no longer seem to1 
bo working in his behalf. Once when retail prices 
were high he shared in the retailer's prosperity, 
Today prices arc high, but the farmer gets less 
than he did when they were low. 


To find the cause o£ the farm 
crisis congress 
,last year created a. commission of inquiry.. This 
commission, with the'aid of economists and other 
experts, went deeply into the subject, sending out 
thousands of' questionnaires and examining hun- 
dreds or witnesses. It has recently issued its re- 
port, a monumental' work in four volumes, pack- 
ed witli abstruse tables of figures and bewildering 
diagrams, but constituting perhaps the 
most 


thorough survey ever made of 
the production, 


transportation, ancl distribution' of food. 
* • , * • 


The plight oC the farmer is Bhown in four strik-. 


ing studies made ill t|ie report;. The first of these 
shews that" the farmer's dollar has grown very 
cheap since -1019. 
His prosperity largely, de- 


pends upon the quantities of products for which 
he can exchange a given amount of his own pro- 
duct. The purchasing power of/the'farmer's dol- 
lar dropped 'in 1920 to 89 cents, ancl was even 
lower in 1021. During tho war it had been con^ 
siderably above par. 
At present its purchasing" 


power is lower than at any time since the year 
1900.

Secondly, the report demonstrates that when 
the general break In prices came In 1920, farm 
prices were the first to go down,- and they fell 
farther than any other prices. Among nine great 
groups ot commodities, which had'increased in 
price,since 1913, farm products al the beginning 
of 1920 wene tied with two other groups in fourth 
;;lace, being/quoted at about one and one-half 
times the 1013 level. 
Clothing, three and one- 


•half. times as expensive as it was in' 1913, topped 
the list.

When the break came, farm products exceeded 


all'the others in their rapid, slide.clown hill, until 
in the early months of 1921 they .were lowest and 
-were little above the 1913 leve!. Almost all the 
other groups were then at least DO per/cent higher 
than their. 1918 levels. This slide it was which 
cheapened the farmer's dollar, since, he shares 
with every other consumer the necessity of hav- 
ing to buy from these groups. 


In the third place, it is shown in. the report that 


the farmers, unlike producers in other industries',, 
have been unable to take advantage of the high 
war prices by increasing production to any great 
extent. Since 1SU9 farming baa been able to in- 
.crease its output only at about the «amc rate as 
the population increases. 
Since that year popu- 


lation has Increased 40 per cent and agricultural 
products, something less .than 38 percent.. On 
the other hand,'the steel industry has increased 
its output ^n that time 111! per'cent, miner* 12S 
per cent, .textile manufacturers 90'per cent, while 
vehicle makers have Increased their business'to 
13 times what it was in 1S!)9.

ward of farming has fallen perilously low. 
Al- 


lowing him interest on his farm investment, for 
hla management, his risk, and his- own labor in 
1920 he' received the magnificent sum of ?4(JB on 
the average, which wag less than one-third what 
he received in 1019. 
And what few dollars he 


got were worth only S!) cents.in'their power to 
purphase the things.he hud-to have. The disaster 
.swept away completely whatever profit he made 
during the war.

Because of this condition, the friends of the 
farmer are proposing an extepsive program of I 
legislation to make his occupation once'more at- 
tractive.

ing-ot the powers of the. Federal Farm Loan 
banks. 
Several ruwxl credits, rjills have bein -in- 


troduced-in. congress and the banking a'nd cur- 
rency committees are working on them.

only on-th'e collate'ral oinho land itself. Now It is , 
proposed.'to broaden the'powers be the banks to' 
enable them tp'lend on.commercial paper backed 
by farm'products—rbills of lading, warehouse 're'-.. 

Credit of 
this sort will enable the farjrner fo hold liis crops 
for good prices ancl relieve him of the necessity 
of dumping his crops^ on the- nfarket.as soon as j 
they arc harvested.

But the whole agrarian progj-am goes' much 


farther than this. , It contemplates the legalizing 
of farmers' cooperative combinations, the exten- 
sion of the wareftouslng laws, the immediate, re- 
duction ot freight rates pn farm --products, the.! 
creation of agricultural'attaches to be stationed! 
in, foreign countries to aid in.tho export of our 
crop surpluses, more intensive national campaigns 
to reduce the .'weather,'disease, arid insect -haz- 
ards to farming, and, numerous, other reforms. 


The whole purport of these reforms points to 


higher prices'for the "consumers to pay; -but the 
economists who have been studying the question 
plainly indicate that unless the American farmer 
does ,get more for his produce, America will ce'ase 
to be a self-contained nation so far as her'food 
supply is concerned, i.
